Mission  in 
1955,  he  was  bishop  of  the  Monu- 
ment Park  Ward. 

Before  that  time  he  had  been 
a counselor  in  the  bishopric,  a 
high  councilman  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Stake,  and  of  the  Riverside 
Stake;  served  seven  years  as 
councilor  in  the  15th  Ward  bis- 
hopric of  Salt  Lake  Stake;  super- 
intendent of  the  YMMIA,  16th 
Ward,  Salt  Lake  Stake.

Two  Coeds  Die  In  Austria 
During  Weekend  Vacation 


Two  BYU  coeds  died  of  asphyxiation  Sat- 
urday in  a motel  room  in  Vienna,  Austria. 

THE  STUDENTS,  Audrey  Ungerman  and 
Janice  Riddle,  were  members  of  the  Univer- 
sity Semester  at  Salzburg  program. 

News  of  their  deaths  was  communicated 
to  BYU  by  Program  Director  Dr.  Arthur 
Watkins  about  4;30  p.m.  Saturday. 

Dr.  Watkins  said  the  girls  had  gone  to 
Vienna  for  a weekend  holiday.  They  appar- 
ently had  put  milk  on  a gas  stove  to  heat 
and  it  boiled  over,  putting  out  the  gas  flame. 
They  were  then  asphyxiated  by  the  gas. 

THE  FAMILIES  of  the  girls  are  present- 
ly awaiting  information  from  Dr.  Watkins 
concerning  the  arrival  of  the  bodies  from 
Austria,  before  making  funeral  arrange- 
ments. 


Both  are  sophomore  Honor  Program  stu- 
dents from  Utah. 

Miss  Riddle,  19,  a German  major,  is  the 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merwyn  D.  Riddle, 
4355  Hermosa  Way,  Salt  Lake  City. 

Miss  Ungerman,  20,  an  English  major, 
is  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reid  Unger- 
man, 243  W.  4th  N.,  Orem. 

^DURING  THE  FALL  semester  they 
roomed  together  at  347  East  3rd  N.,  apt.  23, 
Provo. 

The  two  were  part  of  the  group  of  140 
BYU  students  who  left  Feb.  6 to  study  at 
the  University  of  Salzburg  in  Salzburg,  Aus- 
tria. They  were  to  have  returned  to  the  U.S. 
on  June  17.

Will  Hear  Case: 
Norsemen  Appeal 

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court 
will  hear  the  Norsemen  vs.  AS- 
BYU Wednesday,  at  4:30  p.m.  in 
438  Wilkinson  Center. 

THE  NORSEMEN  unit  was  dis- 
banded by  the  Inter-Organiza- 
tion Council  Dec.  8. 

Plantiff  will  be  Jim  Jones  re- 
presenting the  Norsemen.  Attor- 
ney General  David  C.  Hoopes  will 
defend  the  IOC  action. 

A SUPREME  COURT  hearing 
was  held  last  Wednesday  to  hear 
the  Norsemen’s  request  for  a 
trial. 

Jones,  stated  that  he  felt  the 
IOC’s  action  was,  "a  result  of 
bias,  hear  say,  prejudice  and  per- 
sonal animosity  toward  the  group 
and  its  members.’’

EDITOR’S  NOTE:  BYU  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  was 
asked  by  the  Honor  Council  to  write  the  following  message  to 
begin  Honor  Spirit  Week  wliich  will  last  until  Friday. 

I appreciate  the  opportunity  offered  me  by  the  Honor 
Council  to  open  Honor  Spirit  Week  because,  as  you  know, 
this  is  a subject  about  which  I feel  very  strongly.  I have 
spoken  about  it  often,  but  it  is  a subject  which  can  bear 
repetition,  not  only  because  it  concerns  eternal  pnnciples. 

LET  ME  STRESS  the  fact  that  honor  is  a strength 
"wliich  must  come  from  within,  not  a condition  maintaii^d 
by  pressure  from  without.  A person  who  is  honest  only  be- 
cause a policeman  keeps  constant  watch  over  him  cann^ot 
be  called  truly  honorable;  rather,  that  man  is  honorable 
who  within  himself  possesses  character  to  do  what  is  right 
because  he  knows  it  is  right.  , • 

President  David  0.  McKay  has  expressed  it  this  way: 
“To  have  the  approval  of  your  conscience  when  you  are 
alone  with  your  thoughts  is  like  being  in  the  com^pany  ot 
true  and  loving  friends.  To  merit  your  own  self-respect 
gives  strength  of  character.” 

EVERY  STUDENT  who  enters  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity signs  a statement  that  he  has  read  the  Honor  Code, 
thus  indicating  willingness  to  live  by  it.  I tiiist  that  this 
was  done  seriously  on  your  part  because  honor  is  the  stan- 
dard at  BYU.  It  is  not  something  to  observe  or  put  ott 
according  to  your  convenience.  It  applies  not 
classroom  but  should  be  an  integral  paid:  of  your  life,  both 
on  and  off  campus.  By  your  acceptance  as  a student  at 
BYU  you  have  taken  upon  yourself  a responsibility  to  main- 
tain the  honor  which  is  a tradition  of  the  school.  Moreover, 
you  are  representative  of  this  unique  university  wherever 
you  may  go.  Make  sure  you  represent  it  faithfully. 

HonW  extends  further  than  ourselves.  Yes,  we  ai’e  our 
brothers’  keepers,  and  what  our  brothers  do  affects  us.  I 
know  there  is  a natural  instinct  for  students  not  to  repoit 
the  wu’ongdoings  of  others,  not  to  tattle  on  other  students. 
But  I would  suggest  to  you  that  one  of  the  fii'st  duties  of 
citizenship  is  to  inform  officials  of  the  improper  and  unlaw- 
ful conduct  of  others ; that  except  for  such  action  we  would 
not  be  protected  in  the  preservation  of  our  property,  our 
libertv,  or  even  our  lives.  ... 

IT  IS  EQUALLY  WRONG  for  you  to  sit  by  in  a class 
and  peiTnit  someone  else  to  cheat  in  an  examination,  for  to 
do  so  is  to  become  a partner  with  him  in  the  weakemng  of 
his  character,  in  his  alienation  from  the  Spirit  of  our  Father 
in  Heaven  and  in  the  arresting  of  his  eteraal  progi’ess. 

God  has  given  you  a wonderful  mind.  Keep  it  unclut- 
tered of  moral  confusion.  Don’t  risk  the  values  of  eteniity 
for  a moment’s  advantage.  The  student  who  cheats,  cheats 
mostly  himself.

On  Constitution;  Voting  Coming  Up

Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  first  of  a 
two  part  report  concerning  the  pro- 
posed ASBYU  constitution. 

The  revised  ASBYU  constitu- 
tion will  be  submitted  to  the 
students  for  voting  Tuesday. 

THE  PROPOSED  constitution, 
will  superseed  the  present  one, 
and  the  Senate  will  be  replaced 
by  the  Assembly  if  approved  by 
the  studentbody.  It  is  intended  to 
strengthen  the  legislative  branch, 
but  some  senators  question  the 
membership  of  the  vice  presi- 
dents. 

Under  the  new  constitution,  20 
to  24  members  will  be  in  the  As- 
sembly. The  five  vice  presidents 
will  constitute  one-fourth  or 
more  than  one-fifth  of  them. 

THE  PRESENT  Senate  has  30 
members,  five  representing  the 
executive  branch. 


representing  students  but  have 
vested  interests.” 

Graduate  Senator  Robert  Rout- 
song  said  the  inclusion  of  the 
five  vice  presidents  in  the  As- 
sembly violates  the  principle  of 
the  separation  of  power. 

FORMER  SENATE  President 
Vince  Breglio  said  the  principle 
might  be  violated.  But  he  intro- 
duced another  point  of  view:  Do 
we  need  separation  of  power  in 
BYU? 

Acting  Dean  of  Students  Dr. 
Ariel  Ballif  said  the  school  is 
unlike  a city  or  county.  The  stu- 
dent government  exists  at  the 
will  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

HE  SAID  the  students  have 
every  opportunity  to  express 
their  opinions,  but  their  activities 
have  to  be  in  harmony  with  the 
basic  principles  of  the  school. 
They  must  be  responsible  to  the 
administration. 


all  noted  that  student  govern- 
ment is  derived  from  the  admin- 
istration. Thus  the  Sena'te  or  the 
proposed  Assembly  does  not 
have  independent  power  to  legis- 
late. 

“I  WOULD  advocate  a system 
which  offers  a check  and  bal- 
ance,” Breglio  said.  “But  here  the 
real  check  is  the  administration. 
It  can  overrule  any  decision  the 
student  government  made.” 

Breglio  said,  “The  Assembly 
will  be  an  enlarged  executive 
council;  the  executive  branch 
will  work  closer  with  it.  I think 
this  is  a step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion.” 
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Senate  President  Jim  Morten- 
sen  opposes  seating  the  vice 
presidents.  Mortensen  pointed 
out  that  the  proposed  Assembly 
seems  to  be  an  extension  of  the 
executive  branch,  thus  obliterat- 
ing any  system  of  checks  and 
balances  as  well  as  doing  away 
with  representative  government. 

HE  SAID  WITH  the  seating  of 
the  five  vice  presidents  the  as- 
sembly will  be  deprived  of  one- 
fourth  of  its  effectiveness  be- 
cause “The  vice  presidents  would 
be  representing  departments  of 
government.  Therefore  their  re- 
sponsibility would  be  to  these 
departments  of  government.  In 
other  words  they  would  not  be 


Coordinator  of  Student  Activ- 
ities LaVar  Rockwood  also  point- 
ed out  that  this  is  a private  in- 
stitution, not  a republic.  He  said 
the  students  do  have  the  power 
to  draw  their  own  budget,  their 
regulations,  but  the  things  they 
do  must  be  realistic. 

He  said  the  school  is  giving 
the  student  government  all  the 
power  they  can  handle;  and  if 
they  do  the  job,  more  power  will 
come. 

ROCKW’OOD  commented  that 
the  Senators  are  worrying  about 
powers  too  much  and  doing,  too 
little.

Brigham  Young  University’s 
very  successful  hoop  season  came 
to  a rather  dismal  finish  last 
weekend  as  they  were  pounded 
unmercifully  by  defending  cham- 
pion UCLA  100-76  in  the  opening 
round  of  the  NCAA  Far  West 
regionals  Friday  night,  and  then, 
still  licking  their  wounds,  were 
upended  112-102  by  Oklahoma 
City  in  the  Consolation  frame. 

UCLA  WENT  ON  to  win  the 
championship  game  Saturday 
evening  but  was  forced  to  crawl 
all  the  way  in  order  to  outlast 
the  scrappy  San  Francisco  Dons 
101-73.  The  Dons  earned  the  right 
to  meet  UCLA  in  the  finals  by 
tromping  OCU  91-67.' 

The  Cougars  battled  UCLA 
with  outstanding  fury  for  . the 
first  fifteen  minutes,  before  the 
Bruins  consistency  finally  began 
to  tell  on  the  Brigs.  During  the 
first  fifteen  minutes  the  .score 
seesawed  back  and  forth  12  times, 
but  when  the  Uclans  kept  burn- 
ing the  nets  continuously  the 
Cougars  began  to  choke  up  and 
eventually  fell  far  below  their 
shooting  average  for  the  season. 
....THE  CATS  hit  only  35  per  cent 
of  their  field  goals  after  aver- 
aging 52  per  cent  all  year  long. 
Their  problems  were  just  as 
evident  on  the  charity  lane  as 
they  hit  on  only  8 of  14  tries. 

No  one,  however,  would  dare 
take  any  credit  away  from  the 
UCLA  quintet.  Had  the  Cougars 
been  up  to  their  normal  par  there 
wouldn’t  have  been  the  chasm  be- 
tween the  two  clubs  the  final 
score  showed,  but  there  would 
have  been  a mighty  scrap  for  the 
win. 

IN  THE  CONSOLATION  round 
BYU  became  the  victims  of  some 
of  the  most  phenominal  shooting 
accuracy  seen  in  these  parts  in 


recent  years.  Gary  Gray  and  Jer- 
ry Wells  teamed  up  to  score  63 
points — most  of  them  from  be- 
tween 25  and  30  feet. 

The  Brigs  came  on  strong 
themselves  in  the  second  half, 
but,  downed  by  16  at  midway,  the 
margin  was  too  great  to  make  up 
—particularly  in  light  of  the  con- 
tinued torrid  shooting  by  the 
Chiefs. 

It  spelled  the  end  to  any  hopes 
at  national  honors  for  the  Cou- 
gars who  were  hosting  the  re- 
gionals for  the  third  time  in  four 
years.  It  was  said  before  the 
tournament  that  BYU  had  been 
as  hospitable  as  anyone  could  ask 
but  that  the  hospitality  would 
end  when  the  teams  took  the 
floor  . . . today  some  fans  are  re- 
maining in  doubt.
